Explosives arc usually divided into 
three classes, viz.: 

cit L iw explosives, of which gun 
pi wdei' is a typical example. 

(2i High explosives, which must bo 
I CHsontlally chemical, and represented 
I by nltro-glycertnc. 

(3) Detonators, exemplified by ful- 
minatc of tnercury. 

The differences In rate of burning 
Nu members of the above classes Is 
rather Interesting;. When gunpowder 
is allowed to bum ill a loose train, the 
rate is about six feel per second, Nitro 
~ I glj eerine, on the other hand, will burn 
at the tali- of about 10,000 feet per 
second, while fulminate of mercury, 
whither loose or rompact, wll] burr 
at 20,000 feet per second. 

Cordite, the standard exulosive of 
the British army, is manufactured by 
dissolving gun-cotton in riitro-glyccr- 
Ine in varying proportions and adding 
a minute quantity of camphor 04 a 
preservative This mixture forms a 
Jelly which Is partial ij dissolved .in 
act tone ami drawn out into flhë 
threads and wound on slowly rotating 
spools, wherebj the acetone evapor- 
ates and leaves the cordite in thé form 
try thread. These threads are 
cut to size and used for the various 
purposes required, Other powders us- 
ed hj the Austrian* and Germans ap- 
pear to possess greater initial velocity 
th in cordite, but are not nearly as 
uniform in character. For example, 
cordite may be kepi for considerable 
time after preparation and Willi bo 
found .lust as effective as ». freshly 
prepared sample, whereas tile other 
powders seem to deteriorate In time. 
This feature of cordite gives it », 
premier position over other type*.

The War, the Unemployed and the 

Farmer 

A large number of men are still out of employment in the cities; 
the war has dislocated many industries and, because of it, numerous 
large undertakings have been temporarily abandoned. Many of 
those who are unemployed have, no doubt, had experience in form 
work ; others may be ignorant of it. but would be willing to learn. 

Here is an opportunity for the farmers of every Province in the 
Dominion to benefit, not only themselves, but those who are out of 
work. The world's suppy of food will certainly be much less than 
usual in the coming year. In European nations, all of the men are 
soldiering -and producing little or nothing. 

It would, therefore, be an act, not only of the highest patriotism, 
but one which would be very profitable to themselves, were every 
Canadian farmer to double the acreage which he normally cultivates. 
It will be easier this year than ever before for him to obtain, from 
the ranks of the unemployed, the additional labor which he must 
have in order to increase his production. 



Typhoid Inoculation 

"Prevent" has been the policy of the Army Medical Corps in 
this colossal struggle and how like a charm has the scheme worked 
out. The scourge of smallpox, the pestilence of blighting cholera 
are unknown yet. Enteric or typhoid fever has claimed but few 
victim', and these few have been those unfortified by inoculation. 

British soldiers arc not obliged to be vaccinated against typhoid, 
though they are urged in the strongest terms to submit themselves to 
a few days inconvenience and thereby render themselves immune for 
at least two years. 

Sir William Osier, Regius Professor of Medicine at Oxford, is 
a firm believer in the efficacy of vaccination against both smallpox 
and typhoid. In his "The Bacillus and the Bullet," which has been 
published and widely circulated among the troops, he declares that, 
fortified by these preventives, the soldier is reasonably safe from the 
attacks of two of his most dreaded enemies. It is of more than pass- 
ing interest that Sir William, so well known at McGill, was the 
prime instigator in urging British troops to undergo this treatment of 
prophylaxis against a disease which has ravaged army camps with- 
out number. So potent has been the effect of the adoption of this 
"preventive" policy that the ratio of the death from disease to killed 
in action in the Boer War of 4 to I has been reversed. 

It is gratifying, indeed, to know that the General Hospital staff 
sent out by this University, will go away to war-ridden Europe pro- 
tected against disease by the best means known to preventive medi- 
cine. •

I need not re- 
mark that I do nol consider 1 have 
u monopoly of experience in these 
lines ami hence my opinions muet ko 
precisely for what ihey are worth,

'Jitd. To enable an examiner to find 
out the extent of a student's knowl- 
edge. To accomplish tliis result is an 
intricate problem.

dtnary language la reference to exams 
this veil is culled VKRVi H'SNSS of 
the student even more than Ignorance, 
It U a conlkrtuouely Intrusive dlecord 
in exams, N was very pointedly ex 
plained to me by the lute Judge Lev 
K. Church, who bfi medicine for law 
mid politics, and attained a high posl 
Hon In his native province. Words in 
reference to him by me would be those 
of supererogation. 

lie was the brightest boy of our 
class,- and our exaiaie, being held on 
the same day, — we were walking up 
and down the hall on which faced the 
fateful door of Hie library in which the 
exams, were held, and through which 
entered applicants with hopes various- 
ly Butspcndrd. Oil their exit three 
hopes were exalted or depressed which 
did not require language to convey Vhv 
information to others, 

My friend Church was walking up 
and down very energetically, and 
knowing him well, I was eueprlsed, in- 
terested and indirectly amused, for the 
failure of Mr. Church in an exam, was 
unthinkable. I said to him: — Why are 
you so much "off your base? With 
you the whole thing in a formality. 
His response was: — "I am not afraid 
they win nfck me a question l do not 
know, but they may ask me. one I 
cannot enewer," 

As to myself I had nol the delicate, 
high-strung, nervous organization Of 
my friend Church, belns cast In a 
more common-place mould, but I had 

u very great advantage over many of 
my a«<o,'iateti that I put to good ac- 
count, I would recall the incident that 
happened with the late King James 
I. of continued memory. A number of 
distinguished foreign ministers being 
present, The King, las wan a common 
CUatom) desired to show some of his 
timet -valued possessions.

In addition to the above, the writ- 
ten exam, has two very serious de- 
fects. To the student. It entails a gruel- 
ling labor, and severe mental strain. 
To the examiner, it also entails the very 
great labor of too often trying to de- 
cipher a calligraphy, chat could itome- 
times be wiUi difficulty translated by 
the writer. .Many student* are not 
sufficiently adept in language to cor- 
rectly indite their Ideas. An examin- 
er desirous of b.sng Just Is too often 
in such a quandary that he permits 
generosity to take the lead of Justice 
— vis far as I know I am unaware of 
harshness ousting generosity and so 1 
might go on. 

I do not hesitate to say that an ex- 
pert oral examiner with little labor to 
himself or student, can in five min- 
utes flintier fathom the sea of knowl- 
edge and more correctly .wtimate Its 
depth than can be done by an hour 
expended in uhe written form, fine 
leading question on a suibjeet will of- 
ten suffice. He can go farther and 
give a better chance of justice with 
less drain on generosity — but on the 
other hand, the inexpert may err Just 
us much on the other sldv. 

Hence It needs not argument to 
show that the oral examniner must be 
an expert. He requires a knowledge 
of human nature ae well as science 
Hies first effort muy likely not be on 
scientific lines but to place himself en 
rapport with his sub J Mt to get him to 
feel that he. the examiner, is friendly, 
not inimical. That he desires and is 
willing to assist in the student's sue 
cess, In other words to change per 
sonalties. put himself in the student'; 
place, and his powers of observation 
enabling 'hint to faUiom the dopth of 
the examinee's nun tu 1 contour,!* guid 
ed accordingly. 

I could give many illustrations: let 
one suffice. A young man, apparently 
well-poised, gave me at the early part 
of the exam., a pointed and Incorrect 
answer. In my estimate of him I felt 
i li.it he knew bolter. I dropped the 
line 1 was following and going by an- 
other route came back to the l'on» 
AjsinorUm and I got Just as pointed, 
but the correct answer. 1 referred hlni 
to his previous, answer to the same 
question and I attked whioh was Uio 
correct one. He smiled and wild: "I 
cannot uudnrsUtnd why I gave such 
un answer." At times I used in cidl- 

inatlng the profundity of knowledge 
to try lo find out this Ignorance, as- 
suming a given deptii of knowledge, 
I "elng a common means of estimating 
quantity viz., by difference, l often 
found it a very satisfactory mot.lnid, — 
a method that I cannot see how It 
could lie utilized In the written foivn. 
Many amusing things often transpire 
In an oral, but the written is a dead 
drag from the beginning to the finish— 
I never found it dlffioull to get the 
student's confidence, and were my re- 
port not such iu he might wish, he 
would put the. onus on himself rather 
than on me. The oral given the bet- 
ter ohançe of Justice without calling in 
the aid of generosity. As 1o harshness 
there |g no pluco for It. 

1 cannot recall a case where the 
examinee left me with other than 
kindly feelings. Kvery Student in 
exam, feels that he said things that 
needed qualification, ar.d the Instincts 
of the gentleman in nim when his un- 
conscious faults are overlooked ~iv 
him an inner cor.eclousncss of satisfac- 
tion.

work, and to some extent monotonous, 
and I found it very difficult to keep 
n.y mind from wandering from the 
Subjects I was reading.

I attended Prof. Wright's weekly 
exams, for Hire,- years land he WM no 
slouch, excuse Americanism.) 

So to call to aid another aphorism: 
"What is nt finit repulsive hy contin- 
ued association therewith becomes 
bearable and further continuation of it 
b-ads to Ha being desirable." In my 
personal case, I got to rather like 
exams, as feats of mental prowess, 
which like other feats of prowess 

gives pleasure Io the participants and 
even to the onlooker, 

Ho In further considering this »ul>- 
.leet. I will exclude niy personality . 
When a. student entered for his oral, 
he was able to picture the examiners. 
In his inner consciousness, as a type 
of Ogre, and there was repulsion or 
feiirs Instead of friendship Induced at 
once and thus was induced ncrvousncsH 
that even knowledge could nol eon* 
trol. To correct or mitigate this niORt 
pressing difficulty, the written exam, 
was introduced, but with It there

Let us examine into details, Instead 
of the examiner In vita. There was 
a slip of paper— deadly odd and un- 
sympathetic, with paper, pens and his 
Inner consciousness to combat with 
tli's enemy for a duration of hours, 
more or lens.

This subject of examination ban al- 
ways been one of more than passing 
Interesi: and It has demanded the 
most careful attcrftion of experte from 
an unknown dale.

There is n subject to which sufficient 
prominence is not given In the matri- 
culation exam. — the ability to express 
orally or In writing. This Is to many 
a natnr.il gift, but It can lie taught 
so as to have a good profloency, I 
would not advise Increasing the sub- 
jects for exam., bu: there are several, 
any of wihlch could be displaced to give 
this a place with a gain to the exam, 
as a whole. This really belongs lo 
an outside academic course but its 
Importance does not appear to me to 
be sufficiently appreciated. I friave 
met so many able men whose knowl- 
edge would 'be of use to the world, 
were it not that their possessors, de- 
siring so to do. were unable to mar- 
shal their iedas to their satisfaction 
and de lined the effort necessary for 
I heir concise and Intelligible expres- 
sion. The world Is so much the poorer. 
We have, hoyvovex, many a brilliant 
literary light in the profession.
